The City of Chicapi’s presentation of its side

It was obvious from the start that at some 
stage there would be a “confrontation” between 
the police and the demonstrators and that indi­

The television networks naturally picked out 
the most sensational aspects of the disturbances 
than going on, and gave nationwid audiences 
of the impression that innocent dem onstrators 
and by standers were being clubbed without jus­ 
tification.

Scores were injured, howev­ 
er, and the city itself unfortunately was given a 
bad reputation throughout the country . This has 
made many organizations reluctant to send 
their conventions to that metropolis. 


THE TV NETWORKS, it is claimed, did not 
give all of the story , but it often happens that 
cam eras are concentrated on the most sensa­ 
tional aspects or that they are not present when 
some of the episodes occur. 
Now that “ both sides” have been presented 
widely on TV, the public knows that “demon­ 
strators” are certainly a tragic pliase of Ameri­ 
can life. 
Way s and means to prevent such outbursts 
should occupy the attention of the may ors of ci­ 
ties and the leaders of the organizations of po­ 
lice chiefs. 


Perhaps court te.sts can be made to deter­ 
mine whether the right of “ free speech” ex­ 
tends to those who make public threats plainly 
related to “demonstrations” not of a peaceful, 
but of a violent nature.

Yet. the mayor, feeling that he had to bow to 
the right of “free speech and assem bly,” finally 
let the demonstrators hold a protest m eeting in 
Grant Park. ju«‘ acrose the street from the 
hotel where the Democratic headquarters was 


located. 
It was obvious from the start that at some 
stage there would be a “confrontation” between 
the police and the demonstrators and that indi­ 
viduals on both sides would lose their tempers 
and violence would ensue 
The television networks naturally picked out 
the most sensational aspects of the disturbances 
than going on. and gave nationwid audiences 
of thp impression that innocent demonstrators 


and bystanders were being clubbed without jus­ 
tification 
When Mayor Daley presented his side of the 
story, he showed 
some of the preparations 
being made by the demonstrators and exhibited 
some of the weapons — rocks, knives, broken 
glass, clubs and m issiles of metal and wood — 
which were ued against the police. 
It is significant that in the pictures carried by 
the TV networks during convention week and 
those in the film by the City of Chicago shown 
on Sunday night, hardly any Negroes were visi­ 
ble in the crowds. TTiere were no racial over­ 
tones. 
It was a contest with city authorities by a 
group of radicals — mostly from other states — 
who claimed they were primarily interested In 
agitating against the Vietnam War but who 
gave every ingression of being “exhibitionists” 
anxiuos for attention and desirous of expressing 
their own emotions. All of this, in the presence 
of cameras, led to acts of violence. 
The episode has a lesson in it for the m ayors 
of American cities. They must decide for them­ 
selves whether they will issue permits to every­ 
body who m erely states a desire to “demon­ 
strate ” The nature of the organization, its 
background and the comments m ade by its 
leaders in advance, when put together can justi­ 
fy a refusal to grant a permit for a parade In 
the streets. 
Opportunity would be given instead for m ass 
meetings to be held inside an auditorium or 
stadium which could he guarded from the out­ 
side by police. 
Fortunate^ 
nobodv was killed In the Chicago 
“ demonstrations.” Scores were injured, howev­ 
er, and the city itself unfortunately was given a 
bad reputation throughout the country This has 
made many 
organizations reluctant to send 
their conventions to that metropolis. 


THE TV NETWORKS, it is claimed, did not 
give all of the story , but it often happens that 
cameras art* concentrated on the most sensa­ 
tional aspects or that they are not present when 
some of the episodes occur. 
Now that “both sides” have been presented 
widely on TV, the public knows that “demon­ 
strators ’ arc certainly a tragic phase of Ameri­ 
can life. 
Wavs and m eans to prevent such outbursts 
should occupy the attention of the m ayors of ci­ 


ties and the leaders of the organizations of po­ 
lice chiefs. 


Perhaps court tests can be made to deter­ 
mine whether tile right of “ free speech" ex­ 
tends to those who make public threats plainly 
related to "demonstrations” not of a peaceful, 
but of a violent nature.

A—Birth d efects an d retard a­ 
tion may be caused by a wom­ 
an bein g exposed to X-ray s, con ­ 
tractin g German measles or tak­ 
in g various d rugs such as qui­ 
n in e. sulfas, iod id es, an ticoagu­ 
lan ts an d cortison e or other 
hormon es in the first t h r e e 
mon ths of her pregn an cy . Most 
obstetrician s permit in tercourse 
in mod eration in the first half 
of pregn an cy . 


Q — I hav e just d iscovered 
that I am two mon ths pregn an t. 
When T was about two weeks 
pregn an t I had a chest X ray , 
n ot kn owin g then that 1 was 
pregn an t. Could this cause an y 
birth d efects in my baby ? 
A—Although to be on the safe 
sid e pregn an t women are ad ­ 
vised n ot to have an y X-ray 
films mad e except for vital rea­ 
son s. a properly screen ed X ray 
of the chest would n ot hit the 
uterus an d would n ot in jure the 
baby . 


Q—What kin d of vitamin d e­ 
ficien cy would cause a miscar­ 
riage? 
A—Vitamin E d eficien cy in 
lower an imals may cause fail­ 
ure to reprod uce but n o such 
effect has ever been reported 
In human bein gs, chiefly be­ 
cause it is n early impossible to 
elimin ate all sources of t h i s 
vitamin from y our d iet. 


Q—What harm could small­ 
pox vaccin ation have on a preg­ 
n an cy 0 
A—The eowpox virus used to 
vaccin ate again st smallpox may 
cross the placen ta an d in fect 
the fetus. When this happen s, 
the fetus may d ie but this very 
rarely happen s as shown by the 
fact jhat in a combin ed series 
of 7,500 women vaccin ated d ur­ 
in g pregn an cy , n on e of t h e i r 
babies 
showed 
an y sign s 
of 
smallpox or an y birth d efects 
attributable to this d isease. 


Q—Toward the en d of my re­ 
cen t pregn an cy . 1 had what mv 
d octor called toxemia. What is 
it? How d an gerous is it? How 
can I preven t a recurren ce in 
future pregn an cies0 
A — This is a form of ec­ 
lampsia. It is man ifested by 
scan ty urin e, head ache, swell­ 
in g of the feet an d blurred vis­ 
ion . Because if n ot recogn ized 


verv d an gerous to both mother 
an d baby , all d octors like to see 
w o m e n at frequen t in tervals 
d urin g pregn an cy . The on ly pre­ 
ven tion is vigilan ce. The treat­ 
men t is bed rest, a d iet low in 
protein , d rugs to lower the blood 
pressure, if it is high, an d other 
cb-ugs as n eed ed .

A N S W E R : There are four main kinds of poisonous j 
snakes in this country, which we show in the top of the : 
picture. Rattlesnakes, copperheads and water moccasinsj 
all belong to a group called pit vipers because of a pit ; 
between the eye and nostril. These are thick-bodied snakes i 
with arrow-shaped heads, mostly with dark saddleshapes 
across the body. They have long fangs and are extremely 
dangerous. The rattlesnake vibrates his tail when angry. 
His rattles make a buzzing sound. The smaller copperhead 
is pinkish copper in color, and the moccasin is dark with a 
white mouth. The fourth poisonous snake, the coral, is 
different in shape, thin, with a small head. The fangs are 
small, but the poison is deadly. Coral snakes are found in 
the southern parts of the United States. 
Below the poisonous snakes, we show three harmless 
snakes which might be confused with them. There is no 
simple rule to tell a poisonous from a harmless snake. 
Unless you are a snake expert, it is best to leave all of them 
alone.
